President Extends His Hand to 
. One of Throng and Re- 
ceives Wounds. 



One Bullet Surgeons Fail to 

Find, but They Hope It May 

Not Prove Fatal. 



While Blood Stains His Clothing 
the Wounded Man Calmly As- 
sures His friends. 



Wou!d-Be Murderer Is Quickly 
Taken Into Custody to Es- 
cape Fury of People. 



Tragedy Recalls the Slaying of Lin* 
coin and;. Garfield — Whole Na- 
tion Expresses Sorrow. 



In the presence of thousands of peo- 
pie President MeKlnley wub shot 
down by nn assassin a few minutes 
• after 4 o'clock Friday afternoon Jn the 
Temple of Music at the Pan-American 
Exposition grounds. One bullet struck 
the breastbone, glanced aside lutb the 
flesh and was easily removed by sur- 
geons, Tbe other entered tbe abdo- 
men, pierced the front and rear walla 
of the stomach and .burled Itself In 
some spot lu tbe President's body not 
readily reached by tbe probCH of tbe 
surgeon. ThlH more serious wound 
was dressed and closed with several 
stitches and the physlclaoB awaited 
results, declaring the President had a 
fair chance for recovery. Tbe assail- 
ant, Leon Czolgosz, was arrested Im- 
mediately. Subsequently be confessed 
he was an anarchist and a disciple of 
Emma Goldman. 

The startling attack on the Chief Ex- 
ecutive took place while the President 
was exchanging pleasant greetings 
with visitors to the. exposition. Many 
hundred people hud shaken hands with 
■the President, ono of the last being 
a 1 burly colored man. He murmured 
his acknowledgments of the honor and 
moved on to make way for a heavily 
built young fellow about US years old 
who was slowly following him in tbe 
.long Hue. There was nothing to mark 
■ iilm from the thousands around blm, 
' except that be curried a baud kerchief 
lu his hand and even that, perhaps, 
was scarce worthy of note, for the 
building wns small and crowded, the 
weather was sultry and thousands of 
handkerchiefs were In constant requl 
sltlon. The young man moved rapidly 
to a position Immediately In front of 
; the President, so close that be could 
; have shaken his hand. As he had done 
sq many hundreds of times In the pre- 
ceding half hour, Mr. MeKlnley bowed, 
smiled and extended his hand. 

But the young man- did not grasp It 
■ So quickly that the- watchful eyes of 
"the President's bodyguard bad no hint 
''at the menace In. his. movement, he 
t raised the hand In which the handker 
■chief -was held. and flred two : shotB-,nt 
.the' President. The handkerchief had 
■i -covered a, revolver, which he had car- 
; rletl thus openly through the crowd. 
! At the sound of the shots Detective 
^Ireland, of the secret 'service-'- "-force, 
leaped upon the man like n tiger and 
'** close behind blm caine the colored man 
.who had just shaken hands with the 
President. While they struggled with 
'him on the floor President MeKlnley 
T took a step backward and was Instant- 
ly', clasped Jn the arms of .'Detective 



luV.veat. Blood was on his, shirt' front 
and Defective Gerry," answering his 
question, said: 
. "I fear you are, Mr. President. '.' 

Secretary .Cortelyou snnk'on'ouc knee 
beside the President's chair and gazed 
anxiously -Into his face. 

"Do not be nlnrmcd," said' the Presl-" 1 
dent," "It Is nothing/' £: 

-His- bend sank forward Into his hands 
a hiomcntand thou he raised it briskly,' 
while the stream of crimson welled 
from the wound lii bis breast :aud 
spread in an ever-widening circle -on 
his white shirt front. 

"But you are wounded!" exclaimed 
Mr.' Cortelyou, "let 1 me examine." 

"Xo. no." Insisted the President, "I 
am- not badly Injured, I assure you." 

With a bullet In his breast and an- 
other through Ills stomach, be did not 
lose consciousness.' He sut almost us' 
staacb and straight in his chair as 
though his assailant's shots hnd missed 
nnd be seemed the calmest and least 
perturbed of the Immense gathering. 
President Milburn nnd Secretary Cor-, 
telyou were almost frantic with alarm, 
but the wounded man continued to as- 
sure tbcm that bis Injuries "were trifl- 
ing. 

This drarantlc scene upon the little 
platform wns enacted in the midst of 
a terrible tumult, which continued un- 
interruptedly for many minutes. 

When the secret service men and the 
colored man flrst threw themselves 
upon Czolgosz, the assailant of the 
President, and pinned hi in to the floor 
lest he should try to use the revolver 
again, twenty more men hurled them- 
selves upon tho scrambling quartette 
and burled Czolgosz from Bight. Every 
man in that 1 struggling, crazy throng 
was striving to get hold of Czolgosz, to 
strike him, to rend hi in, to wreak upon 
him In any way the mad fury which 
possessed tbcm Instantly they realized 
what be had done. 

The grcnter part of the crowd was 
stunned for an Instant by the enormity 
of the crime they witnessed, but when 
the reaction came they surged forward 
like wild bensts, the strongest tearing 
the weakest back out of the way and 
forcing themselves forward to where 
the prisoner was held by" Ills .captors. 
All the time n tumult of sound filled the 
place, n hollow roar nt flrst, punctuated 
by tbe shrieks of women, swelling Into 
a medley of yells and curses. Men 
said unintelligible things as they push- 
ed nnd crowded toward the center of 
the swaying mob. They wanted to 
lynch Czolgosz, whoever lie was. They 
wanted to' seo .him and they shouted 
vainly at the police officers in front to 
drag him out. 

Mri'l Effort to Gain BevenBe. 

A little force of exposition guards, 
penned lu by< the clamoring mob, 
fought desperately to hold their pris- 
oner from the bloodthirsty crowd. They 
had Czolgosz safe aud fast His re- 
volver had been wrenched from bis 
hand in the instant that Detective Ire- 
land fell upon him. and he was help- 
less, ' bruised and bleeding. His face 
was cut when he was thrown to the

From outside the building, where the 
news had spread from lip to lip, more, 
thousands pushed and jostled .and 
shouted In their eagerness to enter the 
building/ Those Inside were struggling 
lu two directions—the more timorous to 
escape from the place before a stam- 
pede should crush out their lives and 
the hot-headed to reach Czolgosz— only 
Jo reach Czolgosz was their one Idea. 
President Keeni Calm. 

And thus the contest raged while tbe 
President sat, palo but calm, In the 
midst of the' excited little group on tho 
platform. It was Impossible to, take 
hlmnwny at tho moment Every door- 
way .was jammed with a crazy, shout- 
ing mob moving in two directions, try? 
lag -to escape and trying to enter. To- 
ward* tho main door the police were 
lighting their way with lists and billies 
to get' Czolgosz out of the crowd and 
place, him behind the bars. Upon tho 
minutes which were speeding might do-' 
pend the President's life, for no medi- 
cal aid could .reach him In that mael-' 
str'om,.nnd It was evident that he was 
sorely ''wounded.

"Tlie opening lu the front wnll of Ihe 
stomach was carefully closed with silk 
stfteheo, after- which ji seorcb was mode for 
n hole In the hack wall of tbe stomach. This 
was found and also closed In the same way, 

"Tbe further course of the bullet could not 
bo discovered, although careful search was 
made... Tbe abdominal wound wns closed 
without drainage. No Injury to the Intes- 
tines or other abdominal organ was discov- 
ered. 

"The patient stood the operation well, 
pulse of good quality, rote of ISO; condition 
nt tbe conclusion of operation wns cratlfj* 
Inp. The result cannot be foretold. Ills con- 
dition at present Justifies hope of recovery.

Leon Czoljfosv, Telts of Ills Attack oa

Lean Czolgosz, tbe accused and self- 
confessed assassin, signed a confession, 
in which he says that he Is an anarchist, 
nnd that ho decided on the act three 
days before nnd bought in Buffalo the re- 
volver with which It was committed. He 
Is unmarried, He claims to bu a. member 
of the Golden Eagles. ' Czolgosz has not 
appeased in tho least uneasy or penitent 
for his ftction-and shows-no sign of In- 
sanity. 

Tho man's name Is Leon Czolgosz. Ho 
Is of, Polish-German extraction, llin 
home is'ln Cleveland, whero'he has seven 
brothers and sisters. He is nn avowed 
nharcblst hnd an ardent disciple of Kni- 
mn Goldman, whoso teachings, he al- 
leges, are responsible/ for his attack on 
the P resident.' . Ho denies steadfastly 
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that he is 'the instrument of any body 
of ntinrehist.H or the tool of nny cotcrlo of 
plotters, ' He declares that he did not 
have n confederate. His only reason for 
the deed, he declares, is that he believed 
the present form of government in tho 
United States Is unjust, nnd ho con- 
cluded that tho most effective way to 
remedy It was to Itill the President, 
These conclusions, ho declares, he reach- 
ed through the teachings of Emma Gold- 
man.

Thc're Is no law butsldo of general 
criminal. statutes for tbe punishment of 
attempting the life of tho President of 
tho United States. The n.uesth>a of pass- 
ing such a law has been discussed in Con- 
gress, bitt nothing bns been done. The 
President Is a citizen of the United 
States, and his murder or an attempt on 
his life is punished us would be the mur- 
der of any other citizen. Should this as- 
sault upon President MeKInley prove to 
be a. murder, the murderer would lie exe- 
cuted either' by tho laws of New 1'ork or 
tho Federal statutes for the District of 
Coliirobln, But should tho President re- 
cover the charge brought against bis as- 
sailant would.be assault with attempt to 
commit murder. 

.In New York, where this would-be as- 
sassin must bo. tried, the severest penalty 
for assault with at'tenipt to committnur- 
der-Is ten ycara' Imprisonment, while in 
the District of Columblta tho penalty for 
the so me crime is Imprisonment for from 
flovca to twenty ■years'...

THE RIGHTS OF MEN. 

'•Yet, I doubt not tlirougn the age one Increasing 

purpose runs, , 
And tlie UiouRhta of. men are widened with tlie 
process of the sunB, 

God never made anything Rreater than 
the people. How sublime is the history of 

Jthe evolutional the rights of: men ! 
'"We are met at the threshold of the 
Twentieth. Century with the greateBt ques- 
tions of all the ages— the just co-operation 
of capitnl and labor. And over its fjnte- 
way is the word "organization."' The key- 
note of the hour is combination and co- 
operation. ' Shall this powerful force of 
organization be for the benefit of the few 
or for the benefit of all? 

In liberty loving Switzerland, whose 
snow-capped Alps echo to the huntman's 
horn, is the greater glacier. ' Long years in 
forming it moves bo slowly that only the 

' nice ear of the man of enow and ice can 
catch the music oE its motion. But in the 
fullness of time it becomes the swiftly, mov- 
ing nvulanchc, in its terrible force sweep- 
ing all before it. The evolution of tho 
rights of men through all the ngea has 
been the slow motion of tho glacier, 
but it comes upon th« twentieth century 
with the swiftness of the avalanche. 

Two thousand years ago a Flower. Di- 
vine dosed its petals upon the CrosB nt 
Calvary, and today it bears its ripened 
fruit in the apint of brotherly love'.. that is 
the buses of all that is best in our present 
civilization. And above the avalanche of 
human right* that baa come to bless our 
times, we look beyond the centuries to the 
Cross borne by the lowly Nazarene on the 
far off hills of Galilee. 

The strength of a nation is not in its 
armies and navies, but in the number of 
happy homes throughout the land. The 
strength of a community is in the distri- 
bution of political power, religious liberty, 
intelligence and wealth among the masses 

v of the people. 
' Not that one man is stronger than his 

^fallows, but that the many are strong. 
Not that one man is intellectually great, 
but that the many are intelligent. Not in 

i the universities whose spires kiss the sky, 
but in the public school houses on the hills 
and jnlthe valleys. Not in great wealth 

; concentrated in commercial centers, hut in 

| the fact that our laborers have three Bquaro 
-meals a do y and are able to clothe and 
feed their little children and Bend them to 
'school. . Not that a king is powerful, but 
that political power is. distributed among 
and reBts with the people. These are the 
conditions' that mnke a nation truly great. 
Slowly came the evolution of religious 
freedom down to the ages. In the sixteenth 
century Martin Luther challenged religious 
intolerance and the reformation began. 
Contemporaneously, the licentious .arro- 
gance of Henry VIII of England, opposed 
with all the. strength o£ bis kingdom the 
power offpapal despotism, and once broken 
it slowly gave way to religiouB freedom. 
The builders of our republic, remembering 
the flight of 4he Pilgrim Fathers from the 
religious oppression of the old world, in 
making the constitution, divorced church 
and state and gave, to our people the great- 
est religious liberty Jhe.world bos ever 
known. - " r '-'./ --.] .■ '-,•■' 

■jBovt inspiring has 'been the march of 
political equality! Nearly 4**.^ nouaan ^ 
years ago the Magna Oharta wis* wrested 
from King John by hia haughty'barona on 
the plains of Runnymede, and to the Eng- 
lish people was given the right. of trial by 
jury. In ihe . seventeenth century Oliver 
Cromwell'' jOTe the first challenge to 
the divine right of kings. The teach- 
ings of; Voltaire and Roas^u inspired the 
. French Revolution, ;and when {the street 
of Paris .ran red yitfe blood, : . the /peo> 
plo answered Louis *Xiy„-back aerosB the 
•century^ and said, '..jNajfy sire; wo are the 
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law

of nil men. 

In equal advancement with religious and 
political equnlity has come the diffusion of 
the means of education among our people. 
■'The Public Free School is' the fountain 
whose streams make glad all the hands of 
liberty." The tinkling of tho school bell 
calls on the' children of the people to ad-, 
vnnce. The glad laughter of the 'school 
going children , of. tho Republic, is as 
musical as the bells hung on the golden- 
shafted trees of Eden, shaken by the 
eternal breeze. Wonderful haa been the 
material advancement of the world. For 
ages science moved but slowly, creeping on 
from point to point. Then in the nine- 
teenth century it came as tho avalancho 
pouring its ripened fruit into the lap of 
the twentieth century, "At the command 
of science the spirits of air, wnter, earth 
and fire - have been made to do man's 
every bidding. They propel his steam- 
ships, railway, cars and mighty engines; 
they make hia- garments] they build hia 
houses; they illuminate' hia cities; they 
harvest his crops. For him they make ice. 
ice in the summer and grow oranges 
amid snow. For him . they fan a heated 
atmosphere into cooling breezes or banish 
icy winds. They flash his news 
around the globe. They carry tho sound of 
his voice for -thousands of miles, or pre- 
serve it- after ho is dead. ■ Verily the 
fairies and genii of old did not do so much 
for Solomen in all his glory." During Hie 
lost hundred years the increase in the 
aggregate wealth of the world has been 
j more tbnn that of all tho preceding 
I centuries. In France and England the 
wealth accumulated in the nineteenth 
century is more thnn five times as great 
as the total accumulations of nil .past ages; 
The wealth of tho United States in 1800 
was about ono billion dollars, while now it 
is nearly ninty billions, tho rate of 
increase being six times more' than' the 
growth of population in the same period, 
tho percapita of wealth having risen from 
9200 in 1800 to 81,200 in 1900. Wo " havo 
reviewd tho evolution of political equality, 
religious liberty and the popular dissemin- 
ation of .knowledge among the masses of 
the people. What about the diffusion of 
wealth? What about industrial equality? 
Havo they too kept step with the onward 
march of civilization? On the contrary, 
wealth has concentrated into comparative- 
ly fewer bonds, till one-half of our people 
own compartively nothing; one-eighth of 
our people own seven-eigths of the, wealth 
or forty-nine times their equal share. Four 
thousand millionaire or multi-millionaire 
have twenty percent of the total wealth or 
four thousand times their fair share if the 
principles of partnership or brotherly love 
were applied. *'The vast increase of 
wealth and the congestion of it, along 
with the vast increase, of knowledge and 
the' large diffusion of it and the rapid 
growth of political liberty, constitutes the 
paradox of the nineteenth century; and 
the source of the deepest troubles it 
bequeaths to the twentieth. The conges- 
tion of wealth in the presence of diffused 
intelligence in the underlying cause of the 
great unrest of our time. There ore only 
two paths to social equitibruim ; the diffus- 
ion of enlightenment must banish or the 
concentration of wealth must cease. De- 
mocracy of intelligence and aristocracy 
of wealth. are incompatible. Industrial 
privilege must destroy free government 
and popular enlightenment, or free govern- 
ment and popular enlightenment will 
destroy: industrials-privileges." (I. quote 
this from Mr. Frank Parsons of Boston.) 
This i8 essentially an age of the combina- 
tion and ' concentration : of capital. The 
capitalisation of the trusts in America to- 
day aggregate ten billions, and together 
with the railroads, telegraphs and telepho- 
nes, make more* than one-fourth of the 
country's wealth. The trusts are the 
natural results of industrial evolution, and 
if properly co-operated with labor are not 
evils to , be condemned. "They, make 
possible the maximum of product resulting 
from the minimum expense and effort. 
The trust is scientific production. The 
modern trnat is competition finished.' 1

rightly "directed, gives higher wages to 
labor and a lower coet of the product to 
thkOTUBumer.' " S Ince the communism and 
socialiBticcondition of the tribes of primi- 
tive mea. there • has been no industrial 
e>iuality.v. History tella'-UB of no golden 
age offtibor.i In all these hoary ages 
labor has been a commodity to be bought 
in the imarket the same' as horses, coal, 
irpnV and. other commodities. -Governed 
b ^6'!^oE supply .and-demand;; labor 
has rejted under the yoke of the Ricbrdian 
\i\ft that the wages of toil would always be 
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living of the toiler. Trusts in the future 
can do no worse than competition hai done 
in the past in carrying out this "iron law" 
ofwnges. Organization and co-operation 
under the ameliorating influences of our 
present civilization can, and I believe will, 
do much better.. If the forces' of political 
equality, religious freedom and the dif- 
fusion of intelligence, .cannot successfuly 
contend with ' £he greed of organized 
capital, then indeed will come tho fulfill- 
ment of Byron's gloomy prophecy: 
"Hera Is tlm nioru! of alt nurnnn tales, 
. ?Tls but I lie" Mine- rehearsal ot Uio past, 
First freedom and then glorr— wlien that falls, | 
Wealtn, vice, corruption, barbarism at last i \ 
And 'History' with nil her volumes vast 

Uatli but one pace." ; , 

The enactment by Congress oE the Sher- 
man law was a material step in the direct- 
ion pf controlling the trusts, but under our 
present constitution it could only apply to 
interstate transactions, With the proper 
amendment to our Federal Constitution, 
much can be dono by our .National govern- 
ment in the regulation of trusts. The stop- 
page of production for the willful purpose 
of increasing the prices of necessary com- 
modities could be prevented. The courts 
have traveled a long way in this direction 
in declaring that in government is vested 
the power to fix the maximum charges of 
railroads and other public franchises. 
Publicity and-, accounting will curb many 
of the evil tendencies of trusts. 

While capita! has been organizing and 
combining, tho individual bos reached 
out his hand to touch the band of his 
fellow man, until in tho United States 
niore than one^ million oE workingmon 
form the Federation of Labor. And thus 
has come upon us the great spirit of co- 
operation, the banding together of men. 
Organization is the breath of life of our 
present civilization. 

The solution oE the' century's problem 
will come when the trusts and combination 
of capital co-operate with the Federation 
oE Labor. The great combination of these 
separate forces makes their co-operation 
possible. The organization of each will 
make possible' the co operation of both. 

Before thfc time comes capital must learn 
that its best customer is labor, that high 
wnges brings for the products of capital a 
generous consumer. That when the labor- 
er is well fed and clothed, his children in 
structcd in our schools, and be has the 
blessings of a happy home, then be is con 
tented and .brings to his employment a 
strong arm, an intelligent head and loyal 
heart. Then indeed be is more to the co- 
partnership with capital than, the horse, 
iron or coal. ' Ho is then not a commodity, 
but a partner. 

Before this co-operation is complete, the 
laborer has many things to learn. He 
must have the wisdom to know bis own 
rights and the courage to maintain them; 
he must have „tho discernment to know the 
rights of others and the fairness to respect 
them. 

Class hate must banish forever. There is 
no place in America for bate between the 
employer and employe, between the rich 
and the poor. When our forefathers built 
this republic, they built it strong enough 
for us all to stand upon. The hanker who 
keeps our money safe haa his place in the 
community. The lawyer that pleads our 
case and writes our will; the doctor who 
goes to the bedside of the little child and 
brings it back to life; the old gray-haired 
minister that stands at the baptismal font, 
at the marriage ceremony and at the open 
grave; the engineer with his hand on the 
throttle, in the storm and darkness of the 
night, guiding the train with its burden of 
humanity safely to its destination; the 
miner who goes down into the bowels of 
tho earth to dig the coal that warms us in 
tho winter and that converts water into 
steam io turn the countless arms of toil; 
the farmer in tho fresh air and suh shine 
that raises tho food to feed us; the man in 
the shop and the merchant at tho counter; 
the rich and the poor; the high and the low. 
I thank God that the stars and stripes axe 
broad enough tocpyer as at). , , , 

I have nothing but contempt for a dem- 
agogue who preaches a doctrine of hate be- 
tween one class of our people and another. 
Let us uncover our heads while we listen to 
the words of tho immortal Lincoln— the 
man of sorrow— whb walketh through the 
Gethsemane of bin Nation's woe, and who 
was the instrument under God to wipe 
away forever the stain of slavery from bur 
fair land. "I would not tear down my 
neighbor's house, but rather build one;of 
my own." The fact that BOme have become 
rich is proof that I might one day myself 
be rich. 

Remember that this flower of the evolu- 
tion of industrial equality will not open 
its petals to force. Anarchy, riot, mobs 
and bloodshed will not advance the cause 
of labor. And above all and supreme over 
all is the majesty of the law..' He who lays 
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coun- 
■f^ltawB/inBultBits^ag.'-diBhonoHi that 
wlhcS protects bis life^his'home, bis wife 
and children. ' W-* uo "t hbedlenco to law 
there is chaosv TJio proudest' and the 
humblest,- the richest and'tho poorest^ must 
bow. in humble submission to the law : which 
is .over nil, ;.-■ ;. '.■ ' j, >V 
^ ■VpO'oporationv'bf'-labor. to bo-effective, 
must he . moderate, honest and fair. .The 
greatest progress of the near future will bo 
in the elevation of the character of labor 
organizations themselves. Diffusion of in- 
telligence; will promote it. Courage and 
chnrncter iij ^leadership will promote it. 
The relegation tothereai of ita domngogiiea 
and false teachers wi 11. promote it. L Al- 
ready philosophers of economic thought ore 
becoming its teachers, and the leaders of 
labor are becoming their students. This is 
a hopeful sign and the beginning of tlie 
dawn. , . 

■ Its most poworful weapon is tho ballot, 
"which executes tho will of men, ns the 
lightning executes tho will of God." 'Or- 
ganization has taken hold of political par- 
tics and given thorn what is called the ma- 
chine. It is not evil of itself, except it gets 
into evil hands.' : Let the laborer study this 
mnchiho, that ho may know how it should 
bo controlled. It is not enough that he go 
to'tho ballot bos to ratify the caucus of 
some political party, but he should go to 
tho primary, and tho convention, so that 
he shall be a. determining ''factor in tho 
choice of the rulers of bis land, and of tho 
laws that shall 'govern him. Men ehoutd 
be selected for public- places, "whom the 
spoils of offico cannot buy, men oE hoiiar, 
men who will not .He." The honest and 
active participation of the laboring man 
in practical politics is oho of the greatest 
factors in industrial evolution. 

Looking hack over the years wo find 
much for congratulation in the condition of 
labor, Wokcb nre now doublo- -what they 
were one hundred years ago and their pur- 
chasing power as to products consumed, 
has increased at least one-fourth, The 
hours of labor have been shortened; gov- 
ernment inspection of factories and mines 
have been brought about; ' child labor re- 
stricted; National Labor Commissions and 
State Bureaus of Labor Statistics estab- 
lished; truck stores abolished. In tho 
eleventh century England had n law pro- 
hibiting the increase of wages; labor un- 
ions were prohibited and a day's work was 
fourteen hours. 

"Slavery has been abolished among civ- 
ilized nations and the slave traffic drivbn 
From the high soaB, popular education 'is 
the rule in enlightened countries, so tlint 
every child is now taught to _ read, write 
and cipher; higher education for women. is 
an established fact nnd free schools ami 
colleges place thorough education within 
the reach oE every young man, and woman 
who is willing to take the trouble to obtain 
it. Reform has changed government pris- 
ons from dens of fever and corruption into 
sanitary places of restraint. Comfortable 
hospitals under the management of expert 
physicians and capable nurses open their 
doors to the sick. Insanity ia dealt with 
ns a disease and not as a crime; the deaf 
hear; tho dumb speak, and the blind ore 
well nigh as efficient as those that see 
The news of the world may be had for r 
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Irisft Uinens.

PresIdeut.Tt came put of times of strife 
and disorder. It has seen these pass away 
nud Its whitening yet ecu nn have come to 
await the last call lirtltc sunlight of peace 
and union nnd in the retlectlon of a work 
well done nud a. reposv well earned. To- 
day the tragedy of 1S03 Is recalled. 
Thursday they held a grand good -will 
gathering for the purpose of extending 
the sympathy of the nation and of the 
Grnnd Army to the President.- 

Sen a tor Mnudersoii or Nebraska also 
sounded the keynote of the encampment 
at the reunion, of tho First Ohio volunteer, 
light artillery. "Tempering every breatii 
of happiness at this reunion Is the fearful 
tragedy or Inst Friday," said Gen. Man- 
dersoh. "I can Iind no words in which to 
refer fittingly to the Wretch who hns done 
this thing. It is for us and our sons to 
stump out anarchy mid socialism na we 
stamped out secession." 

The Cleveland encampment undoubt- 
edly marks the climax in gatherings of 
the bronzed, aged and battle-scarred vet- 
erans of the Civil War. It brought to- 
gether scores, of old soldiers, many of 
whom will not be on lin ml for another en- 
campment. Depleted numbers, tho ad- 
vanced ago and accumulating liitlrmi ties 
of those who survive, the disappearances 
of posts by the death of members, will 
end In the not distant future the history 
of the Grand Army— an organization that 
has had n career that stumps it ns unique 
In Itself, without reference to tho excep- 
tional nature of the great events from 
which It took Its rise. Held together en- 
tirely by community, of sentiment nnd a 
spirit of mutual helpfulness, Its existence 
has been n perpetual reminder . of the 
strength of. the bonds and the Intensity 
of the patriotic spirit which united the 
men engaged in the war. 

Cleveland. hns not had the national en- 
campment bIucu 1872, nnd secured It this 
year through thu efforts of tho Business 
Men's Association of that elty. The lo- 
cal committee made ample provision for 
the accommodation and social entertain- 
ment of the veterans. Comfortable quar- 
ters were provided. In seventy-three public 
school buildings, and 500 local veterans 
and Sons of Veterans acted ns guides.

Ilc.wlll pay, but he must have 
time lu which to pay, for it is the cus- 
tom of the South American trader to 
be' a bunker as well ns a merchant, 
and be has to mnke large advances in 
money' and supplies to the owners of 
coffee nrad other plantations to enable 
them to pay their laborers, and the 
merchant does not expect repayment 
until the coffee crop la harvested and 
sold, once a year. So It will be seen 
that long time lu making, his own pay- 
ments Is essential to him. 

The Earopcan merchants and manu- 
facturers understand this, and arrange 
to give the South American merchant 
ample time In which to meet his obli- 
gations. The Europeans make a care- 
ful, comprehensive systematic study of 
the conditio ub and necessities of the 
Latin-American market, and then set 
to work in nn Intelligent way to meet 
and satisfy those conditions and needs,
